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Plan  and  Purpose  of  the   University. 

Leland  University  was  incorporated  in  1870  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Louisiana,  which  reads: 

"The  purposes  and  objects  of  this  corporation  are  the  estab- 
lishment and  maintenance  of  one  or  more  Institutions  of  learn- 
ing for  the  education,  under  Christian  auspices,  of  young  men 
and  women,  particularly  for  the  training  of  preachers  and 
teachers,  and  to  receive  donations  of  property  for  educational 
purposes.  *  *  *  Inasmuch  as  the  welfare  of  society,  and 
not  pecuniary  gain,  is  the  object  of  this  corporation,  *  *  * 
the  Trustees  shall  not  have  power  to  encumber  by  mortgage 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  property,  nor  to  use  the  principal 
of  any  endowment  funds  for  the  current  expenses  of  its  work." 

It  is  open  to  all  persons  who  are  fitted  to  enjoy  its  advan- 
tages, without  distinction  of  race  or  religious  opinions. 

The  School  owes  its  existence  to  the  late  Holbrook  Cham- 
berlain, Esq.,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  who  purchased  the  ground  in 
1869,  erected  the  buildings;  largely  provided  for  the  expenses; 
assisted  its  management,  and  at  his  death  left  the  bulk  of  his 
property  as  an  endowment  fund,  the  interest  of  which  goes  to 
the  payment  of  teachers. 

During  the  summer  of  1899,  a  gift  of  $25,000  for  additional 
endowment  was  made  by  Chas  M.  Pratt,  Esq.,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Location. 

The  School  is  situated  on  St.  Charles  Avenue,  between  Au- 
dubon Place  and  Audubon  Street,  nearly  opposite  Audubon  Park. 

The  grounds  comprise  about  ten  acres.  The  row  of  live 
oaks  directly  fronting  the  avenue,  the  palms,  roses  and  shrub- 
bery here  and  there  over  the  Campus,  with  the  stately  build- 
ings, make  it  a  very  attractive  place. 

Leland  Hall  is  of  brick,  100  by  80  feet,  three  stories  above 
the  basement.  Here  are  the  chapel,  recitation  rooms,  library, 
museum,  offices  for  the  president  and  rooms  for  the  professors 
and  male  students,  besides  accommodations  in  the  basement 
for  recitation  rooms  for  the  Preparatory  School. 

Chamberlain  Hall  is  also  of  brick,  100  by  50  feet,  three 
Btoriei  above  the  basement,  in  which  are  the  rooms  of  the  pres- 
ident, the  preceptress  and  the  professors  and  the  female  stu- 
dents;   also  music  rooms,  dining  rooms  and  laundry. 

The  Manual  Training  Shop  is  a  frame  building,  fitted  out 
with  a  fair  wpijpment  of  hand-tools  and  a  number  of  foot-power 
machines. 
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Organization. 

The  School  comprises  the  following  Departments: 
1.     The  Theological  School  offers  two  courses: 

1.  Theological  instruction  for  College  graduates  and  those 
•f  equivalent  attainments;    and, 

II.     A  Minister's  course,  carefully  prepared  for  Pastors. 

2.  The  College  offers  a  course  of  study  leading  to  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  is  open  to  both  sexes. 

3.  The  Normal  Department  is  designed  to  fit  students  for 
teaching,  and  offers  instruction  in  Pedagogy  and  Practice  Teach- 
ing. 

4.  The  College  Preparatory  is  designed  to  fit  students  for 
College. 

5.  The  English  Preparatory  Department  and  Academies  fit 
students  for  the  Normal  School. 

6.  Instrumental  Music  is  thoroughly  taught.  Thirty  les- 
sons in  Vocal  Music,  elementary  principles  and  regular  class 
practice,  are  given  each  year  to  all  pupils. 

7.  The  Manual  Training  Department  comprises  instruction 
in  Wood-working  and  Sewing. 

8.  Night  School. 

Department  of  Instruction. 

Theological    Courses. 

I.  The  Theological  Course  is  intended  for  college  graduates 
and  those  of  equivalent  attainment,  and  requires  three  years' 
resident  work;  in  Old  Testament  and  Related  Subjects;  in  New 
Testament  and  Related  Subjects;  in  Biblical  Theology;  in 
Church  History;  in  Systematic  Theology  and  Ethics;  in  Prac- 
tical Theology.  Diplomas  will  be  given  only  to  those  who  have 
satisfactorily  completed  the  class  room  work  in  recitation  from 
a  standard  text  book,  from  the  lectures,  and  the  requirements 
in  examination,  in  theses  and  in  sermons. 

II.  The  Ministers'  Course  is  so  adjusted  as  to  take  a  pas- 
tor at  any  stage  of  his  advancement  and  give  him  an  indispen- 
sable course  of  study  in  Rhetoric;  in  Biblical,  Church  and 
General  History;  in  the  books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
in  English  in  the  order  of  their  relative  importance;  in  the 
Fundamental  Doctrines;  in  Sermon  Preparation  and  in  Pastoral 
•wties.

Pastors  of  some  maturity  of  experience  who  have  nevei 
taken  a  college  course,  will  find  here  studies  adapted  to  their 
needs  equivalent  in  value  to  the  other  preparatory  entrance  re- 
quirements. Those  who  satisfactorily  complete  this  course  are 
admitted  to  the  regular  Theological  Course. 

III.  A  large  number  of  ministers  have  pursued  a  regular 
course,  giving  all  the  time  that  their  pastoral  labors  would  per- 
mit to  the  subjects  that  are  regularly  taught,  taking  such  ele- 
mentary studies  as  may  be  necessary  to  grasp  the  regular  Min- 
isters' Course.  No  time  limit  is  set  to  the  course;  neither  is 
diploma  or  certificate  offered.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to 
deepen  the  spiritual  life,  to  give  a  wider  knowledge  of  the  Bible, 
to  promote  efficiency,  and  to  develop  power  in  the  work  of  the 
ministry. 

A  number  of  ministers  have  been  enabled  to  enter  the  Nor- 
mal and  College  Courses  from  the  help  gained  in  the  Ministers' 
Classes  and  a  few  are  preparing  to  enter  the  Theological  Course. 

Teachers'  Training   Course. 

The  Normal  and  Teachers'  Training  Course  teaches  the 
subjects  of  a  thoroughly  organized  secondary  school  and  gives 
instruction  by  critic  teachers  in  the  principles  and  theory  of 
the  educative  process  in  general  and  thirty  periods  of  instruc- 
tion in  each  of  the  grammar  school  branches  in  particular,  with 
instruction  in  class  and  school  management.  Students  are  re- 
quired to  give  one  period  a  day  in  practice  teaching,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  department,  for  one 
year.  The  course  takes  five  years  ,the  last  year  ranking  as  the 
Freshman  year  in  College.  The  completion  of  this  course  with 
satisfactory  evidence  of  aptness  to  teach,  and  ability  to  disci- 
pline, will  be  necessary  to  receive  a  Normal  diploma.  This 
diploma,  under  specified  restriction,  is  recognized  as  a  first 
grade  teachers'   certificate  by  Legislative  enactment. 

The  subject  of  education  is  further  developed  in  the  College 
by  studies  in  the  Psychology  of  Education. 

College   Preparatory. 

The  course  covers  the  ground  of  a  regular  High  School 
rourse  of  four  years  and  is  required  for  entrance  to  the  College. 

THE  KNGLISH  AND  MANUAL  TRAINING  COURSE  is  a 
course  for  those  unprepared  for  the  other  regular  courses  or 
for  those  who  do  not  wish  to  take  the  Teachers'  Training  Course 
or  to  go  to  College.  The  substitute  studies  will  begin  in  the 
third  year  of  the  regular  courses. 
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THE  ENGLISH  PREPARATORY  in  the  first  six  grades  ac- 
complishes the  work  laid  out  by  the  public  schools  of  New 
Orleans  for  these  grades,  the  limit  of  education  for  colored  peo- 
ple, by  the  city.  These  grades,  with  the  grades  seven  and 
eight,  are  a  complete  grammar  school  course  in  reading,  spell- 
ing, writing,  drawing,  arithmetic,  geography,  nature  study,  phy- 
siology and  United  States  history.  Great  stress  is  placed  upon 
a  good  command  of  English  in  speech  and  composition. 

MUSIC.  A  four  years'  piano  course;  studies  ranging 
through  Duvernoy  and  Czerny  to  Bach's  Well  Tempered  Clavi- 
chord; other  musical  material  drawn  from  classic  composers, 
from  Lange,  Gurlitt.  Burgmuller,  to  Mozart,  Mendelssohn, 
Chopin  and  Beethoven.  The  Piano  Course  is  supplemented  by 
a  course  in  harmony,  theory,  musical  history  and  ear  training. 
The  diploma  will  be  made  conditional  upon  the  intelligent  and 
satisfactory  completion  of  this  theoretic  work. 

The  principles  of  Vocal  Culture  are  taught,  special  atten- 
tion being  given  to  correct  method  of  breathing  and  true  voice 
placing.  The  vocalises  of  Abt  and  Panofka  are  used.  As  soon 
as  the  pupil  is  sufficiently  advanced,  instruction  is  given  in  the 
interpretation  of  songs.  This  includes  the  study  of  tone  color 
and  drill  and  in  distinct  enunciation.  Besides  the  attention 
given  to  correct  singing  on  all  public  occasions,  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching  vocal  music  is  given  to  the  Teachers'  Train- 
ing Class  and  to  the  College. 

MANUAL  TRAINING  is  a  careful  and  practical  teaching  of 
Sloyd  for  the  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades.  Mechanical  draw- 
ing and  woodworking  are  required  from  the  eighth  grade,  first, 
second  and  third  year  College  Preparatory  and  Normal  boys. 
Each  student  above  these  grades  who  has  not  taken  the  course 
is  required  to  spend  one  year  in  the  Manual  Training  Shop. 

SEWING  is  regularly  taught  through  the  eight  grades  and 
to  the  first  and  second  year  Normal  girls.  The  aim  is  to  make 
them  expert  in  needle  work. 

A  NIGHT  SCHOOL  is  maintained  for  twelve  months  in  the 
year. 

The  general  principles  of  Agriculture  are  taught  in  the 
seventh  grade,  and  in  the  Normal. 
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THE    LIBRARY. 


The  University  possesses  a  splendid  Library  and  Reading 
Room.  The  Library  contains  about  5000  carefully  selected 
volumes.  A  trained  librarian  has  been  in  charge  for  some  time 
and  the  Library  is  classified  according  to  the  most  approved 
methods. 

Donations  of  books  of  all  kinds  are  requested.  We  es- 
pecially desire  to  increase  the  department  of  fiction. 

MUSEUM. 

The  University  also  has  a  fine  Geological  collection  as  well 
as  many  real  fossils,  etc. 

THE    LITERARY    SOCIETY. 

The  Philomathean  Literary  Society  is  an  organization  com- 
posed of  students  and  under  student  management.  The  object 
is  to  attain  excellence  in  public  speech,  skill  in  debate,  and 
drill  in  parliamentary  practice. 

The  value  of  the  literary  society  in  educational  work  is 
generally  recognized  and  this  work  at  Leland  has  the  heartiest 
support  of  the  President  and  Faculty.  While  not  considered  as 
part  of  the  regular  curriculum,  nevertheless,  the  work  of  in- 
dividual members  will  be  under  close  observation  and  will  have 
a  decided  influence  upon  such  members   class  standing. 

One  evening  of  commencement  week  is  set  aside  for  the 
Exhibition  of  the  Literary  Society,  at  which  time,  members 
chosen  by  the  President  of  the  University  or  his  delegate  hold 
the  last  meeting  of  the  current  College  term.  The  program  for 
1914  appears  elsewhere. 

Public  Worship — Regular  Church  Service  is  conducted  on 
Sunday  morning  in   the  College  Chapel. 

The  Principal  and  Preceptress  conduct  evening  chapel  in 
their  respective  halls. 

Each  year  a  course  of  study  some  book  of  the  Bible,  or 
some  Biblical  subject,  is  completed.  The  students  maintain  a 
voluntary  weekly  prayer  meeting,  a  regular  Missionary  Society, 
and  constitute  a  recognized  branch  of  the  National  Society  of 
Christian  Endeavor,  with  a  regular  Sunday  evening  service. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  may  be  conferred  only  upon 
those  who  hold  a  Bachelor's  degree,  in  the  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  from  this  or  another  approved  College  maintaining 
similar  standards  of  liberal  education,  who  shall  have  com- 
pleted a  course  of  liberal  study,  under  the  direction  of  the 
faculty,  sufficient  in  amount  to  constitute  an  additional  year  of 
College     work     of    advanced    character.

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Courses  of   Study. 


The  University  offers  courses  in  Theology,  English,  Latin, 
Greek,  German,  French,  History,  Mathematics,  Science,  the 
Social  Sciences,  Psychology,  Logic,  Ethics,  Pedagogy,  Phy- 
losophy. 

The  College  requires  tor  graduation  a  minimum  of  twenty 
units. 

The  College  Preparatory  requires  for  diploma  admitting  to 
College  twenty  units. 

The  Teachers'  Training  Course  requires  a  minimum  of 
twenty-five  units  for  graduation  with  Normal  Diploma.  One 
hundred  fifty  hours  of  actual  teaching  under  critic  teacher  are 
required. 

Explanation  of  Courses. 

ENGLISH. 

English  I: — The  work  of  this  course  is  based  upon  Clippinger's 
Composition  and  Rhetoric,  or  other  text  of  equal  grade. 
Especial  attention  must  be  paid  to  brief  themes.  Failure 
on  the  part  of  student  to  hand  in  theme  forfeits  stand- 
ing in  the  University  until  such  work  is  made  up. 
English  I  gives  credit  of  150  hours  toward  graduation. 

English  II: — The  work  of  this  course  calls  for  careful  reading 
of  English  Classics  as  called  for  by  standard  college 
entrance  requirements.     Credit,  150  hours. 

English  III: — Based  upon  Genung's  Outlines  of  Rhetoric  or 
equivalent  text.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to 
themes.     Credit,  150  hours. 

English  IV: — Based  upon  Genung's  Practical  Elements  of  Rhe- 
toric, or  equivalent  text.  Daily  theme  work  and  ora- 
tory.    Credit,  150  hours. 

English  V: — Based  upon  Genung's  Practical  Elements  of  Rhe- 
toric, part  two,  or  its  equivalent.  Themes  and  oratory. 
Credit,   150  hours. 

Rhetoricals: — All  students  in  the  Normal  and  Collegiate  depart- 
ments are  required  to  deliver  before  the  daily  chapel, 
in  turn  several  declamations,  orations  or  essays,  as  as- 
signed. Failure  to  be  prepared  upon  proper  day  forfeits 
standing  in  all  classes,  which  continues  until  readmit- 
tance  by  President.  This  work  is  not  credited  in  hours 
but  is  absolutely  required  from  all  students  without 
exception. 

Etymology: — General  course  on  derivation  and  use  of  words. 
Credit,  50  hours. 
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LATIN. 

Latin  I:— Based  upon  D'Ooge's  First  Year  Latin,  or  equivalent. 
Credit,  150  hours. 

Latin  II: — Thorough  review  of  first  principals.  Latin  composi- 
tion. Nutting's  First  Latin  Reader,  or  equivalent  text. 
Readings  from  Caesar,  books  V,  VI  and  VII.  Credit, 
150  hours. 

Latin  III: — Caesar,  Walker's,  or  any  standard  text.  Especial 
attention  given  to  method  of  attacking  the  translation 
of  the  sentence.  Five  books,  or  equivalent.  Credit, 
150  hours. 

Latin  IV: — Cicero,  Orations,  with  supplementary  readings  from 
his  letters  and  essays,  and  from  Sallust,  as  found  in 
Gunnison  &  Harley's  text.  Six  orations  required. 
Credit,  150  hours. 

Latin  V: — Virgil,  selected  readings  totalling  three  books. 
Selections  will  be  made  with  view  to  bringing  out  the 
story  of  the  poem  and  the  attitude  of  the  poet  toward 
religion  and  philosophy.  Supplementary  reading  equiv- 
alent to  the  remaining  three  books  usually  required 
will  be  selected  from  Ovid,  Horace,  etc.  Credit,  150 
hours. 

GREEK. 

Greek  I: — First  Greek  Book,  leading  to  the  reading  of  the  New- 
Testament.  Harper's  or  like  text.  Vocabulary  of  600 
words,  based  upon  Horsley's  lists.     Credit,  100  hours. 

Greek  II: — Reading  based  upon  the  four  Gospels  and  Acts. 
Credit,  100  hours. 

GERMAN. 

German  I: — Bagster-Collins,  First  Book  in  German.  Supple- 
plementary  work  taken  from  such  texts  as  Hempl's 
Easiest  German  Reading  and  the  texts  of  the  Berlitz 
Method.     Credit,   150   hours. 

German  II: — German  Composition.  Drill  on  forms  and  syntax. 
Reading  of  easy  prose.     Credit,  150  hours. 

German  III — Particular  attention  given  to  syntax.  Several  easy 
stories  read.     Credit,  150  hours. 

German  IV: — German  IV  aims  to  cover  as  much  ground  as  pos- 
sible in  the  form  of  Marchen,  Novelletten,  and  Lust- 
spiele.     Credit,   150  hours. 

German  V: — This  course  is  pre-eminently  a  reading  course. 
Especial  effort  is  made  to  cover  much  ground  in  the 
way  of  good  modern  German  and  classics.  The  student 
is  required  to  do  outside  of  class  much  reading  that  is 
reported  upon  and  throroughly  tested  by  both  written 
and   oral  examination   each   week.     Credit,  150  hours. 
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FRENCH. 

French  I: — Based  upon  Fraser  &  Squairs'  French  Grammar. 
Forms  and  syntax  receive  careful  attention.  One  or 
two  easy  texts  translated.     Credit,  150  hours. 

French  II: — Fraser  &  Squairs'  French  Grammar  completed. 
Careful  study  given  to  composition.  A  number  of 
texts  of  graded  difficulty  read.     Credit,  150  hours. 

French  III: — This  is  a  reading  course  like  German  V.  Credit, 
100  hours.

To  the  text  book 
instruction  is  added  practical  demonstration  on  the 
school  farm  as  well  as  visits  to  the  Government  ex- 
perimental grounds,  etc.     Credit,  50  hours.

Physiology: — Conn  &  Budington's  Advanced  Physiology  and 
Hygiene.  This  is  a  very  thorough  high  school  course 
with    laboratory   work.

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Sanitation: — A  course  supplementary  to  the  course  in  Physio- 
logy designed  to  especially  meet  the  demand  for  en- 
lightenment with  regard  to  public  health  and  private 
sanitation.

The  competent  completion  of  this  course  is  required  to 
enter  the  College  Preparatory  and  Normal  Courses. 
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ADMISSION    OF   STUDENTS. 

Examinations  are  held  the  day  preceding  opening  of  the 
Session. 

The  General   Requirements  for  Entrance  to  College. 

1.  English  Grammar,  Elements  of  Rhetoric  and  the  read- 
ing and  study  of  the  English  Classics  set  by  the  Southern  Col- 
lege Association  for  the  year  1914-15. 

2.  Arithmetic,  Algebra  through  quadratics,  Plane  Geometry. 

3.  Latin  Grammar,  four  books  of  Caesar,  six  orations  of 
Cicero,  four  books  of  Virgil. 

4.  Greek  Grammar,  four  books  Xenophon's  Anabasis. 

5.  History — United  States,  Hart's  Essentials,  History  of 
Greece,  History  of  Rome,  History  of  England. 

6.  Physiology,   Physics,   Physical  Geography,   Chemistry. 
This  is  the  work  of  a  High  School  course  of  four  years.    It 

is  twenty  units.  The  unit  comprises  one  recitation  period  daily 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  the  intention  to  keep  the  Grammar 
and  High  School  courses  equivalent  to  the  courses  prescribed 
by  the  department  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  eight  grades  of  a  public 
school  course  is  required  to  enter  the  first  year  Normal  or  Col- 
lege Preparatory  Course.  Admission  to  higher  classes  will  be 
permitted  only  to  those  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  exami- " 
nations  in  the  work  already  completed  by  the  class  they  wish 
to  enter. 

Graduates  of  the  Leland  Teachers'  Training  School  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Sophomore  Year  of  a  corresponding  course  in 
the  College.  Graduates  from  the  Leland  College  Preparatory 
will  be  admitted  to  a  corresponding  course  in  the  College  upon 
a  diploma  of  the  school.  Graduates  from  the  affiliated 
Academies  will  be  admitted  to  the  Leland  Normal  School  with- 
out examination. 

All  students  received  upon  certificate  are  regarded  as  in 
conditional  standing,  and  will  not  be  matriculated,  unless  their 
work  during  the  first  ten  weeks  of  the  term  shows  that  their 
preparation  has  been  sufficiently  thorough. 

The  day  students  are  required  to  attend  morning  prayers 
in  the  Chapel.  All  residing  on  the  campus  are  required  to 
attend  the  stated  religious  services.  Absences  from  regular 
duties  make  the  offender  liable  to  discipline,  which,  in  ordinary 
cases,  shall  be  suspensive. 

A  student  who  has  not  completed  his  rhetorical  work  in  any 
term  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  any  of  the  work  of 
the  succeeding  term  until  such  deficiency  is  made  up. 
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The  President  of  the  University  will  be  in  his  office  in  the 
Main  Building  at  stated  hours  to  confer  with  students  who  may 
desire  advice  or  assistance. 

All  students  of  the  University  will  room  and  board  either 
on  the  campus  or  with  their  parents  or  legal  guardians  in  New 
Orleans,  and  in  immediate  vicinity.  No  student  is  allowed  to 
leave  the  campus  at  any  time  without  permission. 

No  person  will  be  dismissed  from  the  Institution  in  good 
standing  who  leaves  it  while  under  censure.  Nor  will  any 
student  be  graduated  who  has  not  discharged  all  his  pecuniary 
obligations  to  the  Institution.  No  person  is  admitted  to  the 
University  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
after  the  beginning  of  the  first  term  of  the  Senior  year. 

A  candidate  coming  from  an  undergraduate  class  in  an  ap- 
proved institution  may  be  allowed,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty,  to  enter  this  University,  provided  he  presents  satis- 
factory certificates  from  his  former  institution.  No  certificate 
or  statement  as  to  work  done  in  his  department  is  granted  by 
any  professor  or  instructor  to  an  undergraduate. 

Expenses. 

All    Instructions,    Except   in    Instrumental    Music,   is   Free. 

Board  for  the  session,  in  advance,  in  one  payment $90.00 

Board,    four    weeks    12.00 

Incidental  Expenses,  for  day  scholars,  four  weeks 1.00 

Instrumental  Music,  for  four  weeks,  with  piano  practice....  3.00 
Instrumental  Music,  for  lour  weeks,  without  piano  practice  2.00 
Board  and  Tuition,  in  Auxiliaries,  per  month 8.00 

The  school  year  is  thirty-two  weeks  or  eight  months  of 
four  weeks  each. 

All  University  expenses  must  be  paid  in  advance.  Failure 
to  comply  with  this  rule  will  deprive  the  student  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  University  until  payment  is  made. 

No  student  can  take  his  place  in  his  class  until  he  presents 
a  receipt  from  the  office.  No  deductions  for  incidentals  for  less 
than  half  a  month,  nor  for  board  for  less  than  two  weeks.  All 
students  are  required  to  perform  daily  one  hour  of  some  form 
of  manual  labor  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher  as  a  part  of 
their  payment  for  board. 

Rooms  are  furnished  with  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows, 
quilts,  chairs,  tables,  washstand,  bowl  and  pitcher.  Students 
must  provide  themselves  with  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  nap- 
kins, hair  and  tooth  brushes.  The  wash-list  of  the  articles  of 
plain  regular  wear  received  in  the  school  laundry  will  be  fur- 
nished each  student. 
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The  young  women  must  be  provided  with  water-proof,  um- 
brella, over-shoes,  work  aprons.  The  young  men  should  provide 
themselves  with  suitable  apparel  for  the  work  hour,  manual 
training,  shop  and  agricultural  work. 

It  is  specially  desired  that  the  dress  of  the  pupils  shall  be 
simple  and  inexpensive.  Parents  and  guardians  are  urged  to 
co-operate  with  the  school  in  this  direction. 

Students  are  charged  for  any  damage  to  their  room  or  fur- 
niture, whether  it  be  done  while  they  are  present  in  the  room 
or  absent  from  it,  whether  it  be  accidental  or  designed.  Stu- 
dents must  provide  themselves  with  the  required  text  books. 
All  required  text  books  and  stationery  may  be  bought  at  the 
University  book  store  for  cash  at  the  regular  school  book  or 
State-adopted  price. 

General  Rules. 

It  is  assumed  that  all  who  enter  upon  the  courses  of  study 
do  so  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  an  education,  not  only  of  the 
intellectual,  but  also  of  character.  The  laws  of  the  Institution 
are  as  few  and  simple  as  the  proper  regulation  of  a  community 
of  young  people  will  permit.  These  laws  must  be  observed  not 
only  in  their  letter,  but  in  their  spirit.  The  atmosphere  of  the 
Institution  is  not  that  of  arbitrary  restraint,  but  of  reasonable 
conformity  to  reasonable  laws.  Each  student  is  distinctly 
placed  upon  his  manhood,  and  if  he  abuses  his  privilege  in 
conduct,  study  or  work,  or  work  hour,  after  reasonable  caution, 
he  must  withdraw  from  the  Institution.  No  student  will  be  re- 
tained who  does  not  make  progress  in  studies  and  in  morals. 

No  student  who  is  deficient  in  rhetorical  or  class  room 
work  in  any  term  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Manager  or 
Director  in  any  student  organization,  or  to  be  a  member  of  any 
exhibiting  organization  or  any  contending  athletic  team  during 
any  subsequent  term  until  such  deficiency  is  made  up. 

Only  under  exceptional  circumstances  will  excuses  be 
granted  to  leave  the  Institution  during  term  time.  In  such 
cases  the  examination  in  the  studies  gone  over  by  the  class 
during  a  student's  absence  will  be  specially  searching,  and  a 
high  degree  of  attainment  will  be  required.  The  work  of  the 
term  begins  on  the  day  of  opening  and  continues  uninterrupt- 
edly until  the  last  day  of  the  term. 

[Tnexcused  absences  from  recitations  count  as  zero  in  mak- 
ing up  the  monthly  averages;  excused  absences  have  half  the 
effect  in  lowering  a  student's  standing,  but  a  student  may,  at 
the  option  of  a  professor,  do  supplementary  work  to  obviate  the 
effect  upon   his  standing  of  excused  absences.

If  a  student  is  irregular  in  his  attendance  on  the  exercises 
of  any  instructor,  the  instructor  may  impose  extra  work,  and  in 
case  the  absences  exceed  one-sixth  of  the  exercises  with  that 
instructor,  the  student  is  debarred  from  the  regular  examina- 
tion, and  must  be  reported  to  the  Faculty  are  required  to  take 
up  enough  studies  to  keep  them,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Pres- 
ident, sufficiently  employed;  but  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  up 
more  or  other  than  they  can  study  with  profit.  In  all  cases 
quality  of  work  is  esteemed  of  more  importance  than  quantity. 

In  all  cases  of  absence  from  an  examination,  due  to  what- 
ever cause,  the  deficiency  must  be  made  up  as  if  it  were  a  con- 
dition In  no  case  is  an  examination  granted  a  student  in 
advance  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  examination  of  the  class. 
A  student,  who  at  the  end  of  a  term  has  conditions  amounting 
to  half  the  term's  work  or  more,  may  not  graduate  with  his 
class. 

No  excuse  is  accepted  for  failure  to  perform  manual  labor. 
In  case  of  sickness  the  work  must  be  made  up.  A  cheerful, 
faithful  and  honest  performance  of  the  hour's  task  is  demanded 
from  all,  irrespective  of  age  or  class  rank  and  failure  to  measure 
up  to  this  requirement  shall  constitute  ample  grounds  for  dis- 
missal. 

Prospective  students  are  earnestly  requested  to  consider 
this  point  carefully  before  applying  for  admission.

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AUXILIARY   SCHOOLS. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  organization  of  local  schools  for 
primary  and  grammar  grade  work,  the  University  has  made 
provision  for  taking  under  its  charge  auxiliary  schools  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  Orleans  upon  the  following  conditions: 

1.  That  a  property  fairly  valued  at  $2,000  shall  be  provided 
by  the  trustees  and  kept  in  repair  by  them,  with  taxes,  insur- 
ance and  incidental  expenses  paid. 

2.  That  the  tuitions,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  $1.00  per 
month  for  each  pupil,  be  reported  and  paid  to  the  University 
before  the  5th  of  each  school  month. 

3.  That  the  course  of  study  prepared  by  the  Leland 
Faculty  for  use  in  preparatory  schools,  or  "Leland  Academies," 
be  adopted  by  the  school  with  such  text  books  as  are  from  time 
to  time  prescribed. 

4.  The  teachers  of  the  school  are  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  Leland  University  in  consultation  with  the  trustees 
of  the  school,  and  their  names  will  appear  as  members  of  our 
Faculty.  Their  salaries  are  to  be  paid  by  the  University  on 
terms  which  may  be  agreed  upon;  to  be  adjusted  with  reference 
to  the  apparent  needs  and  probable  income  of  the  school. 

HOWE    INSTITUTE. 

The  first  auxiliary  of  Leland  University  was  established  at 
New  Iberia,  La.,  in  1890,  for  preparatory  and  grammar  school 
work. 

The  sons  of  Peter  Howe,  of  Wenona,  111.,  who,  out  of  filial 
regard  for  the  wishes  of  their  revered  father,  placed  that  beau- 
tiful property  under  the  control  and  management  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  for  a  number  of  years,  in  1904  gave  the 
property  in  fee  simple  to  the  school  management  and  added  a 
handsome  donation. 

In  1905-06  the  Sixth  District  Baptist  Association  erected  a 
beautiful  three-story  brick  building  costing  $8,000. 

LELAND    ACADEMY. 

In  November,  1892,  the  trustees  of  the  Slater  High  School 
at  Donaldsonville,  La.,  made  application  for  acceptance  as  an 
auxiliary  school,  under  the  name  of  Leland  Academy,  and  it 
was  accepted  by  our  Board. 
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MONROE   ACADEMY. 

Early  in  1S9S  the  Industrial  High  School  at  Monroe,  La,, 
was  admitted  to  affiliation  with  us,  having  given  satisfactory 
evidence  of  ability  to  meet  our  prescribed  conditions.  The 
trustees  have  shown  commendable  enterprise  in  securing  a 
valuable  property  for  the  school,  and  work  is  being  done  for 
industrial  training.  Large  classes  are  maintained  in  music  and 
sewing. 

HOUMA    ACADEMY. 

The  Fifth  District  Association  established  the  Houma 
Academy.  The  building  is  in  good  condition,  is  doing  very  good 
service,  and  the  school  has  a  good  field.  It  became  auxiliary 
in  1902. 

ISRAEL    ACADEMY,    BELLE    ALLIANCE. 

The  Israel  Baptist  Church  of  Belle  Alliance,  Rev.  H.  C. 
Cotton,  Pastor,  has  built  a  good  school  building  and  maintains 
a  good  corps  of  teachers.  The  school  is  a  very  useful  factor  in 
promoting  education. 

MINDEN    ACADEMY. 

The  Fourteenth  District  Baptist  Association  has  established 
a  good  school  at  Minden,  Louisiana.  The  school  became  auxil- 
iary in  1907,  under  Rev.  P.  P.  Mellon,  Th.  B. 

OPELOUSAS    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

In  February,  1902,  the  Opelousas  High  School  formally  made 
application  to  become  auxiliary  to  the  Leland  University.  The 
school  is  a  good  one  and  bids  fair  to  be  useful. 

CENTRAL    LOUISIANA   ACADEMY. 

This  well  known  school  was  founded  under  the  charge  of 
Prof.  Warner  R.  Wright.  Three  years  ago  he  resigned.  '  This 
school  has  a  large  influence.  It  became  auxiliary  for  the  second 
time  in  1902. 

CHENEYVILLE    ACADEMY. 

The  Academy  at  Cheneyville  for  some  time  has  been  send- 
ing well  prepared  students  to  the  University.  In  1902  it  became 
auxiliary  according  to  the  prescribed  conditions.  The  school 
is  very  well  equipped. 

BUNKIE    ACADEMY. 

Bunkie  Academy  has  a  good  location.  It  has  twice  enlarged, 
and  it  is  still  cramped  for  room.  It  became  auxiliary  in  1902. 
We  have  received  a  number  of  excellent  young  people,  well 
prepared,  from  this  school.
